Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  th.  United  States 
»f  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
for  the  disposal  of  the  lands  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  west  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
and  in  the  territory  of  Missouri,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  land  office  now  established  by 
law,  there  shall  be  established  within  the 
said  territory  the  following  offices,  to  wit : 
One  at  the  seat  of  justice,  in  the  county 
«f  Howard,  for  all  the  lands  lying  within 
the  following  boundaries  ; beginning  at  a 
point  wuere  the  western  line  of  range  ten  ; 
West  from  the  fifth  principal  meridian  in- 
tersects the  north  line  of  townships  thirty 
four,  thence  west  with  said  township  line 
to  where  the  same  intersects  tiic  Osage 
boundary  line  ; thence  north  with  the 
Osage  boundary  line  to  the  Missouri  riv- 
er ; thence  up  and  with  the  Missouri 
river  to  tne  xvestern  Indian  boundary  line 
art  the  mouth  of  Kansas  river  ; thence 
north  with  the  said  western  Indian  boun- 
dary line  to  where  the  same  shall  inter- 
sect the  aforesaid  west  line  of  range  ten 
thence  south  with  the  said  range  line  to 
the  place  of  beginning.  And  aland  office 
shall  he  established  in  the  county  of  Ar- 
kansas, at  such  place  as  the  President 
shall  deem  most  convenient  for  all  the 
lands  in  the  district  hounded  as  follows  : 
beginning  on  the  river  Mississippi,  at  the 
thirty-third  degree  of  north  latitude ; 
thence  up  and  with  the  Mississippi  river 
to  the  mouth  of  St.  Francis  river,  where 
the  base  line  intersects  the  same  ; thence 
west  with  the  said  base  line  to  where  the 
Same  shall  intersect  the  meridian  on 
Which  the  Osage  boundary  line  is  run  ; 
thence  due  south  to  the  thirty-third  par- 
allel of  latitude  ; thence  east  with  the 
eaid  parallel  to  the  place  of  beginning. — 
And  a land  office  shall  he  established  at 
the  seat  of  justice  in  the  county  of  Law- 
rence, for  all  tiie  1 mds  in  the  district 
bounded  as  follows  : Beginning  on  tne 
base  line,  at  the  mouth  of  St.  Francis  ; 
thence  up  and  with  the  Mississippi  1 v-.  r 
to  the  intersection  of  the  same  by  the 
north  line  of  township  fifteen  north  ; 
thence  west  with  the  said  north  line  of 
township  fifteen,  to  where  the  same  shall 
intersect  the  Osage  boundary  line;  thence 
due  south  to  the  aforesaid  base  line  ; 
thence  east  with  the  said  base  line  to  the 
piace  of  beginning.  And  a land  office  shall 
he  established  at  the  town  of  Jackson,  in 
the  county  of  Cape  Girardeau,  for  all  the 
lands  for  the  district  bounded  as  follows : 
beginning  on  the  Mississippi  river,  where 
the  north  line  of  township  fifteen  north 
intersects  the  same  ; thence  up  and  with 
the  Mississippi  to  its  intersection  by  the 
north  line  of  township  thirty-four  north  ; 
thence  west  with  the  said  north  line  of 
township  thirty-four  to  the  Osage  boun- 
dary line  ; thence  south  with  the  said 
boundary  to  the  north  line  of  township 
fifteen  ; thence  east  with  the  said  town- 
ship line  to  the  place  of  beginning.

to  the  north  Indian  boundary  line,  thence 
west  with  the  said  boundary  to  the  west 
line  of  range  ten  west  ; thence  south 
with  said  range  line  to  the  north  line  of 
township  thirty  four  north  ; thence  east 
with  the  said  township  line  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted, That 
% «xm  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Presi- 


dent of  tire  United  States,  there  shall  be; 
a sufficient  quantity  of  the  public  lands 
surveyed,  within  ail  or  either  of  the  land 
districts  hereby  established,  to  authorise 
the  opening  of  all,  or  either  of  the  land 
offices  aforesaid,  lie  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  opened, and  shall  proceed  from  lime 
to  time  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  for  each  ofthe  said 
offices,  a register,  and  a receiver  of  pub- 
lic moneys,  who  shall  give  security  in  the 
same  sums,  and  in  the  same  manner,  and 
whose  compensation,  emoluments  and 
duties  and  authority  shall,  in  every  res- 
pect, be  the  same,  in  relation  to  the  lands 
which  shall  be  disposed  of  at  their  offices 
as  are,  or  may  he,  provided  by  law,  in  re- 
lation to  tne  registers  and  receivers  of 
public  moneys  in  tiic  several  land  offices 
established  for  the  disposal  of  the  lands 
of  the  United  States,  north  west  of  the  ri- 
ver Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  the 
Kentucky  river. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
whenever  a land  office  shall^havc  been  es- 
tablished in  any  of  the  districts  aforesaid, 
and  a register  and  receiver  of  public  mo- 
nies appointed  for  the  same,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  shall  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorised  to  direct  so  much 
of  the  public  lands  lying  in  such  district 
as  shall  have  been  surveyed  according 
to  law,  to  he  offered  for  sale,  with  the 
same  reservations  and  exceptions,  and 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  in  even 
respect,  as  was  provided  tor  the  sale  of 
the  public  lands  in  the  territory  of  Louisi- 
ana, by  the  tenth  section  of  an  act,  enti- 
tled “ an  act  providing  for  the  final  ad- 
justment of  claims  to  lands,  and  for  the 
sale  of  the  public  lands  in  the  territories 
jof  Orleans  and  Louisiana,  and  to  repeal 
the  act  passed  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
approved  February  sixteenth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eleven,”  except 
that  the  register  . nd  receiver  of  public 
money  alone  may  be  competent  to  su- 
perintend the  public  sales,  and  that  instead 
of  one  township  for  the  support  of  a se- 
minary of  learning,  there  shall  be  two 
townships  located  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Secretary  ofthe  Treasury,  and  reserved 
from  sale  : Provided,  That  one  of  said 
townships  shall  he  located  on  the  waters 
of  the  Missouri,  and  the  »ther  on  the  wa- 
ters ofthe  Arkansas.

That 
for  defraying  any  expenses  which  may 
have  been  incurred  for  the  support  of  the 
military  establishment,  and  those  which 
have  beet,  incurred  for  calling  out  the 
militia,  previous  to  the  first  of  July,  on, 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  there 
he  appropriated  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ; and  that  there  be  ap- 
propriated the  further  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  to  defray  any  of 
the  aforesaid  expenses,  which  may  have 
been  incurred  Irom  tiic  first  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundreed  and  fifteen,  to 
the  first  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventeen. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  act  passed  on  tiie  third  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, entitled  “ An  act  supplementary  to 
an  act,  entitled  ‘ An  act  further  to  amend 
the  several  acts  for  the  establishment 
and  regulation  of  tne  Treasury,  War  anti 
Navy  Departments,”  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  the  President  from 
making  transfers  from  any  appropria- 
tion which  may  have  been  made  for  the

The  value 
of  this  affectionate  tribute,  is  peculiarly 
enhanced,  as  coming  from  those  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  same  scenes,  and  encoun 
tcred  the  same  dangers,  which  it  is  in- 
tended to  commemorate.  On  the  me- 
morable 23d  of  December,  when  the 
troops  of  Britain  first  attempted  to  pol- 
lute the  banks  of  tiie  Mississippi,  the

brave  worthies  of  tiiat  little  Spartan  hand, 
wiio  escaped  the  carnage  of  t hat  night, 
maintained  their  gallant  reputation 
throughout  the  subsequent  and  repeated 
conflicts  that  characterized  the  Orl  ans 
campaign.

Extract  of  a letter  from  an  officer  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  to  liis  friend  in  thin  place,  dated  Apa- 
laciiacola  Bay,  Jail.  14. 

Our  difficulties  are  just  commencing; 
the  Indians  are  more  hostile  than  ever* 
and  have  assembled  in  larger  numbers 
than  heretofore,  lining  the  whole  distance 
of  tiie  river  ; we  shall  have  consequent- 
ly to  fight  our  way  up  to  Fort  Scott;  tiic 
last  vessels  that  have  ascended,  lost  seve- 
ral killed  and  wounded.  A guard  has 
this  evening  joined,  commanded  by  capt. 
Cummings,  and  vve  shall  move  immedi- 
ately on  up  the  river.  He  left  Fort  Scott 
on  the  10th  i istant.  There  , ias  been  ito 
engagement  since  the  last  accounts  you 
have  received  ; he  informs  me  that  all 
communication  by  the  land  side  with  the 
Fort  is  cut  off,  being  completely  sur- 
rounded with  Indians,  our  only  access  to 
it  is  by  the  way  of  the  river,  and  that  very 
precarious.  The  two  last  expresses  were 
cutoff,  and  their  papers  destroyed.  The 
militia  have  not  yet  joined.  What  adds 
to  tiic  unpleasantness  of  our  situation  is, 
that  tliey  are  snort  of  provisions,  and  the 
two  vessels  we  expected  to  have  met, 
save  not  been  heard  of;  there  is  some 
reason  to  fear  that  they  have  attempted 
to  pass  up  the  river,  and  have  been  cut 
off. 

The  Indian  war  is  about  to  assume  a 
very  different  complexion  from  what  was 
at  first  anticipated  by  our  commanding 
general;  it  will  prove  to  be  very  serious, 
and  most  probably  will  not  be  terminated 
for  some  time.  We  nave  a numerous 
foe,  such  as  they  are,  to  contend  with,  and 
perhaps  they  are  Indians  of  a different 
description  from  any  we  have  hitherto 
been  engaged  with ; this  may  be  consi- 
dered as  their  last  struggle,  and  no  doubt 
they  will  be  desperate  ; they  muster  ac- 
cording to  the  h st  accounts,  about  300D 
warriors.— M bile  Gazette. 

A letter  from  an  officer  of  the  United 
States  army,  dated  Mobile,  February  2, 
s'ates,  “ that  our  troops  on  the  Flint  river 
are  closely  besieged  by  the  Indians,  and 
t iat  the  mouth  of  Appalachicola  river 
is  closely  blockaded  by  Col.  Woodbine 
of  notorious  memory,  with  two  armed 
schooners,  manned  with  500  **»*»*.  * 

“ Our  iittle  force  is  nearly  starved,  and 
if  the  troops  Irom  Georgia  do  not  quick- 
ly move  to  their  relief,  I fear  the  Indians 
will  give  rat, ier  an  ugly  account  of  them.’* 

SEW  ORLEANS,  FEB.  18. 

General  Carroll,  of  Tennessee,  who 
was  second  in  command  to  general  Jack- 
son  during  the  invasion  of  this  state  by 
the  British  in  1814  — 15,  arrived  in  town 
with  his  family,  on  board  the  steam-boat 
Buffaloe,  yesterday  morning.  The  gen- 
eral had  embarked  for  this  place  on 
board  a barge,  which  in  descending  the 
Ohio  struck  on  a sawyer,  and  was  in- 
stantly cut  in  two  and  sunk.  The  general, 
losing  sight  of  nis  own  danger  in  liis 
anxiety  to  save  his  family,  consisting  of 
his  wife,  child,  and  sister,  placed  t:,ein 
on  a plank,  and  swimming  himself,  with 
great  exertions  brought  them  safe  to  land. 
Four  men,  belonging  to  the  barge,  were 
drowned. 

After  wandering  some  time  along 
shore,  general  Carroll  and  uis  family  ar- 
rived at  a smaB  cabin,  and  the  day  follow- 
ing were  taken  up  by  the  steam-boat 
Buffaloe.

WILLIAM  COBBKTT. 

We  gatner  irom  t ic  report  of  a com- 
mittee of  tne  Pennsylvania  Legislature^ 
“ That  in  August,  1797,  a warrant  was 
iss  ed  by  chief  justice  M’Kean,  ti  ap- 
prehend William  Cobhett,  on  a charge 
for  publishing  sundry  libels  against  the 
king  of  Spain,  and  his  minister  the  cue- 
valier  de  Yrujo.  On  this  charge  the 
said  Cobbett  was  i bliged  to  cuter  into  a 
recognizance  before  the  chief  jus’ice, 
limsel'  in  the  sum  o!  S2000,  and  two 
sureties  each  in  the  sum  of  S1000,  to  be 
*4  of  good  benaviour  towards  the  com- 
monwealth and  all  the  liege  people,”  un- 
ii  the  next  court  of  oyer  and  terminor.’* 

The  indi  tment  predicated  on  this  war- 
ant,  was  returned  ignoramus — but  it  was 
ontended  hat  a breach  of  the  recogni- 
zance had  taken  place  before  bringing 
the  suit,  by  the  publication  of  “ libels  on 
the  late  Governor  Mifflin — tiie  board  of 
icaith  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  tht> 
memory  of  Franklin  and  Rittenhousc— 
together  with  other  publications,  agaii.sfe 
live  Spanish  and  French  governments— 
the  people  of  Virginia,  and  otner  states 
ol  the  United  States.” 

The- jury  gave  a verdict  for  the  Com- 
monwealth— but  three  years  having  e- 
lapsed,  and  M '.  Cobbett  having  left  the 
state,  his  sureties  were  eventually  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  amount  of  the  recog- 
n zsnee. 

The  laws  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  sub- 
ject of  libels,  admit  t ie  truth  to  be  given 
iu  evidence,  and  that  the  jury  have  a 
right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  fir  ts. 
The  committee  conclude  by  expressing 
their  opinion  that  the  proceedings  in  the 
courts  have  been  erroneous,  and  submit 
a resolution  for  tne  re.iefof  Mr.  Cobbett. 

The  Ettr  pean. — A prospectus  is  is- 
sued for  a new  weekly  paper,  about  to 
be  established  in  this  city,  and  to  be  en- 
ticed “ The  European,”  intended  to  be 
dcioted  for  the  most  part  to  the  politics 
of  Europe,  and  particularly  to  tlios  of' 
England  and  Ireland.  Although  siajifttt' 


attempts  have  been  repeatedly  made,  yet 
xve  cannot  but  believe  the  want  of  suc- 
cess has  not  entirely  arisen  from  any 
want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  either 
emigrants  or  natives,  in  the  political  con- 
cerns of  Europe.  The  work  will  be  is- 
sued in  16  octavo  pages,  at  4 dollars  per 
annum,  and  publishedby  W.  H.  Creagh, 
No.  71,  Maiden-Lane. 

Irish  Emigrants. — We  learn  through 
the  medium  of  the  Aurora,  that  three 
memorials  were  laid  before  Congress,! 
on  Friday  last,  praying  that  a tract  of 
land  may  be  set  apart  for  a settlement  of 
emigrants  from  Ireland.  They  were  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  public  lands. 
The  memorial  from  New-York  was  one 
of  the  number,  and  is  published  in  the 
Aurora. 

Shamrock  Friendly  Association. — This 
Society  having  been  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  and  counselling  emigrants, 
it  has  been  the  wish  of  its  members  to 
unite  into  the  association,  those  whose 
known  philanthropy  would  promote  their 
efforts  in  the  good  work  of  bevevolence. 
None  perhaps  have  evinced  a greater  de- 
sire to  be  the  uniform  friends  and  pa- 
trons of  the  unprotected  stranger,  than 
his  excellency  Daniel  D.  Tompkins, 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and 
his  excellency  De  Witt  Clinton,  Gov- 
ernor of  the  state  of  New-York.  The 
Shamrock  Friendly  Association,  duly j 
appreciating  their  merits,  could  not  fore- 
go the  pleasure  of  conferring  on  these 
distinguished  citizens  the  privilege  of 
honorary  membership,  which  wasacccpt- 
ed  by  each,  in  terms  equally  polite  and 
elegant,'  evincing  the  warmest  attach- 
ment to  the  objects  of  the  institution. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  the  ef- 
forts of  this  society  to  do  good,  have  re- 
ceived such  decided  proofs  of  the  appro- 
bation of  the  enlightened  and  philanthro- 
pic ; and  from  this  earnest  of  the  co-ope- 
ration of  respectable  'talent  and  worth, 
the  greatest  success  is  anticipated,  in 
their  endeavors  to  render  the  United. 
States,  not  only  in  theory  but  in  fact,  an 
assylum  for  the  oppressed  of  all  nations.!

Russian  Squadron. — We  learn  by  the 
■arrival  of  the  brig  Mechanic,  that  a ves-, 
sel  had  arrived  at  Morant  Bay,  Jamaica, 
which  had  spoken  the  latter  part  of  De- 
cember, off  the  Western  Islands,  a Rus- 
tiian  fleet  of  men  of  war  and  transports,  in 
all  50  sail,  with  troops  and  military 
Btores,  bound  to  Buenos  Avres. 


LOWER  CANADA. 

The  House  of  Assembly  of  Lower 
Canada,  on  the  23d  of  January  last,  pass- 
ed a bill  to  continue  the  law  then  in  forcel 
granting  a duty  of  two  and  a half  pert 
cent  on  Merchandize  imported  into  the 
province.  In  moving  this  continuance, j 
it  was  stated  by  the  members  tnat  the  re- 
venue of  the  province  might  be  estimat- 
ed at  about  80/ — and  the  expenditure  at 
about  60/. — In  the  course  of  the  discus-| 
sion  which  took  place  on  the  motion,  in 
committee,  the  Speaker  made  the  fol- 
lowing remarks : — 

In  observing  the  increase  during  the| 
last  ten  years,  of  the  prosperity  of  the 
province,  inquiring  into  its  future  desti- 
nies and  anticipating  a long  peace  abroad, 
and  union  at  home,  a still  more  rapid  de- 
velopementofthc  great  natural  resourc- 
es we  possess,  may  fairly  be  looked  for 
in  the  ensuing  ten  years.  A prudent' 
distribution  of  the  surplus  of  the  public 
revenue  in  improving  tiie  public  outes 
and  communications  by  land  and  water, 
to  facilitate  tne  clearing  of  lands  which, 
advance  so  rapiu.y  t,y  tne  emigration' 
front  Europe,  from  whence  we  derive) 
capital,  information  and  improvements! 
in  industry, and  to  facilitate  t .c  estabiis:;-' 
ment  of  the  new  settlements  in  which  the 
lands,  though  as  yet  uncultivated,  arc  ex-1 
tremely  fertile,  will  produce  an  unparal-j 
died  increase  in  the  agriculture  of  the! 
province  ; while  the  equally  progressive 
improvement  of  our  neighbors  will  as-! 
sure  us  an  increase  of  trade.  The  lands! 
adjacent  to  the  Great  Lakes,  are  destined 
by  nature  to  second  its  industry.  A fruit- 
ful soil,  a mild  climate,  assure  the  suc- 
cess and  tne  riches  of  tne  numerous  and 
industrious  inhabitants  who  cultivate  it.! 
They  prosper — so  much  the  better  ; ifl 
they  gain  we  shall  have  our  share  of  the) 
profit.  The  Saint  Lawrence,  the  oniy| 
outlet  to  their  produce,  wafts  and  will 
forever  waft  us  their  wealth.  The  mar-j 
kets  of  Quebec  and  Montreal,  afford' 
them  European  merchandize  on  the! 
easiest  terms.  The  American  govern-! 
ment,  to  promote  their  own  manufac- 
tures, and  to  support  the  expenses  of  the 
government,  imposes  as  high  as  30,  nay 
40  per  cent  upon  almost  all  articles  of! 
foreign  manufacture.  This  will  noi 
doubt  be  a motive  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  back  settlements  of  New-York  and 
of  the  Michigan  territory,  which  must 
soon  become  the  theatre  of  an  immense 
population,  to  bring  us  their  produce, 
atid  take  from  us  European  merchandize 
in  return.  Our  merchants  are  their  fac- 
tors— our  river  craft,  nay  our  carters 
feel  the  benefit  of  it.  Our  warehouses 
are  the  magazines  of  their  wealth,  and! 
our  cities  are  enriched  by  the  constant 
intercourse  of  those  industrious  neigh- 
bors. 


SOUTH  AMERICA. 

FROM  THE  NATIONAL  REGISTER. 

TO  TIIE  EDITOR. 

I hand  for  publication  some  articles  of  a 
convention  entered  into  betw  een  general 
Artigas  and  com.  Bowles,  commanding 
the  British  squadron  in  the  river  Plata 
It  is  well  known,  that  the  English  gov- 
ernment keeps  a considerable  naval  force 
constantly  stationed  in  that  river,  and  no 
sooner  are  patriot  authorities  established 
in  Chili,  than  a British  naval  force  is  des- 
patched to  Valparaiso,  to  form,  as  it  is 
said,  a commercial  convention  with  gene 
ral  San  Martin,  the  actual  governor  of 
that  province.  Through  the  command- 
ers of  her  naval  forces  and  their  consuls 
in  South  America  the  English  govern- 
ment maintains  a regular  correspondence 
and  understanding  with  those  govern- 
ments, and  exercises  an  overbearing  and 
all-controling  ascendancy  over  their  mea- 
sures. Thus  she  derives  all  the  advan- 
tageswhich  she  could  reap  from  the  ac- 
tual recognition  of  the  independence  of 
those  countries,  whilst  she  contrives  to 
instigate  other  governments  to  a course 
of  policy  which  cannot  Fail  to  inspire  the 
patriots  with  a never  dying  spirit  of  re- 
sentment towards  them. 

This  convention  with  general  Artigas, 
may  serve  to  convince  us,  if  any  thing 
were  wanting  to  convince  us,  that  Eng- 
land,free  from  that  overweaning  squeam- 
ishness which  actuates  other  govern- 
ments, is  always  willing  to  form  compacts 
with  any  power  whatever,  for  the  sake  of 
commercial  monopoly  and  the  sale  of  her 
manufactures.  It  is  true,  she  has  made 
a show  of  proclaiming  neutrality,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  but  this  measure  has 
been  set  in  its  true  light  by  her  agents  in 
South  America. 

Experience  demonstrates,  that  in  pro- 
portion to  the  prevalence  of  English  in- 
fluence in  every  country,  may  be  expect- 
ed hostility  to  America,  her  rival  in 
commerce,  and  her  conqueror  in  naval 
warfare.  The  “ union  of  interests”  be- 
tween us  and  England,  has  become  too 
stale  and  ridiculous  to  deceive  the  most 
ignorant.  The  fact  is,  that  more  iiume- 
rious  points  of  contact  and  collision  do 
not  exist  between  any  two  nations  or. 
earth  ; nature,  habit  and  prejudice,  con- 
spire to  make  us  irreconcilable  enemies. 
Be  it  then  the  study  and  the  care  of 
American  statesmen  to  watch  the  secret 
progress  of  British  hostility  in  time  of 
peace,  and  to  be  prepared  in  time  of  war 
to  make  her  feel  still  more  sensibly  that 
superiority  in  military  strength  and  enter- 
prize,  which  the  Gods  have  decreed  us 
to  enjoy. 

ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT 
Between  citizen  Joseph  Artigas,  Chief  of  the  Ori- 
entals and  the  Brotector  of  the  free  people,  ami 
Lieutenant  Ed  card  Eranktand,  commissioner 
of  the  forces  of  his  Britannic  majesty  in  South 
America,  relative  to  the  reciprocal  security  of 
free  trade  between  the  subjects  of  his  Britannic 
majesty  and  the  ports  oj  the  Oriental  shore  of 
the  river  data. 

Article  1.  The  chief  of  the  Orientals  admits 
on  his  part,  all  English  merchants  to  a free 
trade,  and  he  binds  himself  to  respect  and  cause 
to  be  respected,  in  all  the  ports  under  his  com- 
mand, the  security  of  their  persons  and  proper- 
ty ; provided,  the  English  merchants,  present- 
ing themselves  in  said  ports,  will  bring  a pass- 
port from  the  English  commander  or  his  re- 
presentative. 

irtide  2.  The  English  merchants  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  in  said  ports  the  export  and  im- 
port duties  already  established  and  specified  in 
the  annexed  tariff. 

Article  3.  No  contribution  of  any  kind  or  ex- 
traordinary loan  shall  be  imposed  upon  British 
merchants. 

Article  4.  The  English  merchants  are  allow- 
ed to  pursue  their  trade  in  tile  ports  where 
they  may  establish  themselves  and  receive  the 
goods  that  may  suit  them. 

Article  5.  T he  English  commander  will  in- 
terfere  on  his  part  with  neutral  and  friendly 
governments,  in  order  that  said  trade  may  not 
be  interrupted  or  molested. 

Article  6.  The  English  commander  or  his  re- 
presentatives, shall  not  deliver  any  passport  to 
English  merchants  going  or  coming  from  ports 
belonging  to  that  government  with  which  we 
are  actually  at  war. 

Article  7.  In  order  that  tiiese  articles  may 
have  full  force,  duplicate  agreements  shall  be 
signed  by  the  commander  of  the  naval  forces  of 
Ins  Britannic  majesty,  and  the  chief  of  the  Ori- 
entals, both  remaining,  in  case  of  being  ratified, 
bound  to  each  for  the  exact  observance  of 
each  article.

BUENOS  AY  it  KS. 

Whatever  relates  to  this  new  Repub- 
lic must  be  in  some  degree  interesting  to 
an  American  reader.  Wc  frequently 
hear  news  of  the  political  and  military 
affairs  of  that  country,  but  the  “heralds 
who  announce  such  intelligence,  always 
forget  to  tell  us  anything  about  the  peo- 
ple themselves,  their  manners,  customs 
and  character.  The  following  brief 
sketch  however  partially  supplies  these 
omissions,  and  will,  no  doubt,  be  read 
with-  a good  deal  of  interest.  It  is  com 
municated  by  a gentieman  of  intelligence 
and  strict  veracity,  now  in  Buenos  Ayres, 
in  a letter  to  a friend  in  this  place. 

Buenos  Ayres,  Nov.  20, 1818. 

“ The  inhabitants,  like  the  European 
Spaniards,  are  remarkable  for  their  indo 
lence,  but  very  unlike  them  in  their  po- 
liteness, sociability  and  gaiety.  The  wo- 
men are  more  lovely  and  fascinating  in 
their  persons  than  can  well  be  imagined 
by  those  who  have  never  seen  them.  To 
visit  the  tiger  or  bull  fights,  the  opera 
house,  or  their  sociable  titulias,  (similar 
to  the  tea-parties  in  Virginia)  is  to  behold 
a display  ol  female  beauty  surpassing  the 
most  extravagant  description  I am  capa- 
ble of  giving.  But  then,  (O  ! human 
' frailly)  they  are  even  more  addicted  to 


teristic  traits  of  modesty,  sincerity,  pru- 
dence and  rigid  virtue,  by  which  they  are 
so  peculiarly  distinguished  from  the  la- 
dies of  almost  every  other  country  in  the 
universe. 

« The  abundance  of  every  kind  of  pro- 
vision in  this  place  will  appearaimost  in- 
credible. It  is  now  the  commencement 
of  the  spring  season,  and  there  is  not  an] 
article  that  attracts  the  eye  that  is  not 
plenty  in  the  superlative  degree — with 
the  exception  of  honest  men.  A bull  or 
ox  may  be  bought  for  one  dollar  ; an  ele- 
gant horse  for  four  dollars;  tne  most 
j beautiful  horse  in  the  country  may  be 
j purchased  for  the/ritting  sum  of  sixteen 
dollars.  Sheep  are  animals  that  the  na- 
tives will  not  cat,  and  tney  are  only  used 
to  burn  the  brick  kilns  with  : they  arc 
sometimes  valued  at  12  1-2  to  18  3-4- 
I cents  per  head. 

“ A certain  barbarian  (for  I can  call 
him  nothing  eisc)  residing  three  miles 
out  of  this  city,  regularly  every  year 
drives  into  his  kiln  10,000  sheep,  alive, 
and  closing  the  kilns,  sets  fire  to  the  poor 
harmless  animals  with  as  much  sang- 
froid as  one  of  your  Norfolk  brick  makers 
would  to  a collection  of  pine  fuel.  In 
short  the  country  is  so  overrun  with  eve- 
ry description  of  domestic  and  wild  ani- 
mals, that  they  range  at  large  without 
restraint,  perfectly  their  own  masters  — 
Every  man  is  an  expert  horseman,  and 
every  horseman  is  a sure  (v.tcher,  or 
lassar  as  they  arc  here  termed.  He  can 
mount  his  horse,  and  with  a rope  lot) 
yards  in  length,  attached  to  the  hinder 
part  of  his  saddle,  give  chase  in  full 
speed,  throw  a running  noose  over  the  ob- 
ject of  pursuit,  (whether  a manor  a wild 
animal)with  incredible  certainty,  and  thus 
entangling  it,  wheel  suddenly  about  and 
set  oft' at  full  gallop, dragging  his  victim 
or  prey  after  him.— -In  this  manner  they 
take  all  the  animals  on  which  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  co  intry  and  the  cities  subsist. 
Nothing  can  escape  the  running  noose  of 
these  extraordinary  and  expert  horsemen 
when  in  pursuit. 

“ Nature  has  not  intended  this  for  a 
great  maritime  country.  A slip  carpen- 
ter might  do  well  enougn  <1  repairing 
vessels,  making  spars,  ko.  bit  he  would 
meet  with  poor  success  in'-bulding,  as  he 
could  find  neither  of  tiios,  essentials, 
timber  and  water,  in  suftrient  abun- 
dance. 

“ The  whole  of  South  Anvrica  on  the 
South  side  of  the  great  rivei  (Riode  la 
Plata)  is  now  entirely  free  fro-t  the  Span- 
ish yoke.  The  two  conqueing  armies 
of  Buenos  Ayres,  under  the  ommand  of 
the  celebrated  Genera's  St  ilartin  and 
Belgrano,  having  conquered  the  exten- 
sive province  of  Chili,  are  now  on  its 
Northern  borders,  and  upoi  the  eve  of 
, commencing  operations  agai.st  the  roy- 
:alisis  in  the  province  of  Pen;  so  that 
Lima,  w ith  its  golden  harvests  may  soon 
be  expected  to  form  another  jink  in  the 
chain  of  republican  dominion  The  in- 
veterate hatred  they  bear  to  tin  European 
Spaniards  and  tneir  “adored  Ferdinand,” 
is  beyond  conception.  In  th  s part  of  the 
republic  ail  is  tranquility,  order  and  sys- 
tem. Every  day  here  scents  like  a day 
of  general  festivity,  and  one  can  see  no- 
thing in  the  people  indicative  of  the  great 
contest  for  their  independence  ; yet  they 
are,  apparently, strangers  to  fear,  and  are 
vigorously  engaged  in  contending  for  the 
independence  of  the  neighboring- provin- 
ces. 

“ On  the  Nort1'  side  of  the  river,  tilings 
will  never  go  right  as  long  as  Artigas  is 
the  chief  in  command,  ile  is  an  ambi- 
tious and  a dangerous  man,  and  it  evi- 
dently appears  tnat  he  has  no  otner  object] 
in  view  in  driving  the  Portuguese  out  of 
that  country,  than  to  sit  himseif  quietly 
down  as  its  sole  master.  T icrefore  you 
may  readily  perceive  he  has  not  many 
friends  in  these  Southern  Provinces.” 


I proceeded  against  according  to  the  laws.

One  defect  in  the  new  regulations  must 
be  universally  regretted.  Persons  ac- 
cused of  abusing  the  freedom  of  the  press 
are  not  to  have  the  benefit  of  a trial  by 
jury.  This  circumstance  is  to  be  regret- 
ted on  two  grounds.  First,  because  the 
accused  will  be  deprived  of  the  only  tri- 
bunal which  is  competent  to  oppose  the 
influence  of  government,  and  to  counter- 
act the  inevitable  bias  which  judges  and 
magistrates  are  so  apt  to  feel  towards  the 
source  of  their  power;  and  secondly, 
because  the  want  of  confidence  in  juries 
excites  a suspicion  that  the  great  mass 
of  the  people  have  not  yet  entirely  shaken 
off  the  revolutionary  spirit,  or  returned 
to  that  state  of  sound  and  regulated  feel- 
ing, on  which  alone  genuine  liberty  can 
ever  be  engrafted. 

The  Government  of  Weimer  has  ad- 
dressed a Circular  Letter  of  the  Resi- 
dents and  Charges  des  Affaires  of  the

The  Circular  adds, 
mat  the  Charges  des  Affaires  of  the 
Grand  Duchy,  in  transmitting  such  com- 
plaints, made  verbally,  have  betrayed  an 
ignorance  of  the  constitution — and  there- 
fore directs  that  they  shall,  in  case  of  fu- 
ture complaints,  transmit  the  specific 
narges  in  writing  to  the  minister  of

O.i  a subject  of  such  delicacy  and  im

OUR  RELATIONS  WITH  SPAIN. 

Mr.  1’orsyth,  in  rising  to  offer  the 
following  resolution,  adverted  to  the  doc- 
uments communicated  to  the  House  by 
the  Executive,  from  time  to  time,  on  the 
subject  of  our  negotiations  with  the  Span- 
ish government,  and  observed,  that  it 
would  be  seen  by  these  documents,  that 
attempts  had  been  made,  by  negotiations 
at  Madrid  and  with  the  Spanish  minister 
in  this  country,  to  bring  the  matters  in 
dispute  with  that  government  to  a final 
settlement,  but  it  had  always  been  evaded 
by  the  Spanish  government.  The  House 
had  been  informed  by  the  President,  that 
a negotiation  was  then  pending  in  Wash- 
ington, and  it  was  very  important,  Mr 
F.  thought,  the  House  should  be  inform 
cd  of  the  result,  or  the  state  of  that  ne- 
gotiation. For  his  own  part,  Mr.  F.  said, 
he  was  perfectly  tired  of  negotiating  on 
our  differences  with  Spain.  There  had 
been  ample  time  for  each  government  to 
know  its  determination  on  the  subject, 
and  it  was  time  to  know  what  prospect 
there  was  of  its  termination.  Mr.  F. 
then  submitted  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  agreed  to  without  opposition, 
and  a committee  appointed  to  communi 
cate  it  to  the  President : 

Rtswivsf,  TUaUUc  President  of  the  United 


States  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested,  if  in 
opinion  itis  not  inconsistent  with  the  public  in- 
ti rest,  to  lay  before  this  House  so  much  of  the 
correspondence  with  the  government  of  Spain 
as  w ill  enable  Congress  to  judge  what  ground 
there  is  for  expecting  an  amicable  and  speedy 
adjustment  of  the  differences  betweeu  that  go- 
vernment and  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Newton,  of  Virginia,  rose  to  an- 
nounce to  the  House  the  death  of  his  col- 
league, Colonel  Peterson  Goodwyn. 

On  me,  (said  Mr.  N.)  devolves  the  me- 
lancholy duty  of  informing  this  House  of 
the  death  of  our  late  worthy  associate, 
Mr.  Peterson  Goodwyn,  of  Virginia.  Mr. 
Goodwyn  died  at  his  scat  in  Virginia,  on 
the  2 1st  of  this  month.  FIc  has  perform- 
ed, and  finished  his  duties  here,  and  with 
a clear  conscience,  and  in  the  full  ex- 
pectation of  the  reward  of  his  virtues,  he 
has  gone  for  a time  to  repose  with  his  an- 
cestors in  the  tomb.  In  amiablenes  of 
disposition — in  suavity  of  manners — in 
acts  of  benevolence  and  charity — in  stea- 
diness of  friendship,  and  in  love  and  de- 
votion to  the  republican  institutions  of 
his  country,  he  was  surpassed  by  no  man. 

Mr.  Newton  then  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  wt&unanimously  agreed 
to  : 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  House 
will  testify  their  respect  for  the  memory  of  Pe- 
terson Goodwyn,  deceased,  late  a member  of 
this  body,  from  the  state  of  Virginia,  by  wear- 
ing crape  on  the  left  arm  for  one  month.

TIID  WIDOW  AND  ORPHAN. 

A bill,  lately  reported  by  Col.  R.  M.. 
Johnson,  chairman  of  the  Miliitary  Com- 
mittee, providing  relief  for  the  widows, 
the  widowed  mothers,  and  the  orphan 
children,  of  soldiers  who  lost  their  lives 
in  the  revolutionary  war  for  the  establish- 
ment of  our  independence,  and  in  the  late 
war  for  the  protection  of  that  indepen- 
dence, has  recently  been  rejected  by  tho 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  ! 

The  service  of  the  soldier  is  admitted 
on  all  hands,  to  be  essentially  important  j 
his  labors,  sufferings  and  danger,  great  j 
and  bis  pay,  much  less  than  that  of  a, 
common  laborer.  In  the  day  of  trial, 
patriotism  is  the  general  cry ; and  the 
charm  of  liberty  enlisted  thousands  of  out 
gallant  citizens  to  brave  the  dangers  of 
the  field,  under  that  sacred  banner,  when 
first  America  threw  the  gauntlet  to  mo- 
narchs.  The  conflict  was  dreadful,  but 
not  doubtful  ; for  the  sons  of  liberty  were 
inarms.  With  patience  did  they  suffer 
privations  and  afflictions  tyhich  whould 
have  appalled  the  noblest  minds,  but  for 
the  prospect  of  enjoying,  in  sweet  repose, 
and  of  transmitting  to  posterity,  this  ce- 
lestial charmer.  The  enthusiasm  whiclj 
inspired  their  bosoms,  rendered  them  in- 
vulnerable to  treachery  and  corruption  ; 
and  a rignteons  God  decided  the  conflict 
according  to  their  desires.  But  when 
peace  returned,  with  all  the  heaven-born 
train  of  liberty  and  independence,  tho 
smiling  scene  could  scarcely  beam  plea- 
sure into  the  heart  of  the  aged  matron, 
bereft  of  her  only  son  ■ the  weeping 
widow,  deprived  of  her  last  support — and 
the  little  trembler,  looking  in  vain  for  bia 
father’s  return.  Their  only  solace  was 
that  their  country,  whose  happiness  was 
laid  in  their  guardian’s  blood,  would  wipo 
away  the  tear  of  affliction,  and  save  thcu> 
from  the  griping  hand  of  penury. 

But  what  was  the  result  ? The  mourn- 
er’s cry  was  lost  in  the  general  acclama- 
tion of  joy,  and  the  widow  and  the  orphan 
were  forgotten.  Their  neglect  became 
a subject  of  animadversion  among  theip 
fellow  citizens,  and  ingratitude,  black  in- 
gratitude, was  laid  to  the  charge  of  the 
government.  But  few  among  the  great! 
can  lecl  for  the  distressed,  and  few  indeed 
are  found,  to  plead  the  cause  of  the  wi* 
dow  and  the  fatherless.  To  the  honor 
of  our  public  counsels,  and  to  the  honor 
of  nis  own  heart,  let  it  be  recorded,  that 
they  have  found  an  advocate,  a sincere,  a 
persevering,  though  unsuccessful  advo- 
cate, in  Col.  IL  M.  Johnson  of  Ken- 
tucky, who  has  fought,  and  bled,  but  b f 
a merciful  Providence,  is  preserved,  to 
plead  the  cause  of  the  widows  and  or- 
phans of  those,  who  bled  by  his  side. 

These  widows  had  still  enjoyed  their 
companions  ; these  helpless  "innocents, 
had  still  been  blest  with  a father’s  provi- 
dence and  care,  but  for  the  sacrifice 
which  they  made,  in  devotion  to  their 
cot itry’s  cause.  Then  does  not  justice 
demand  the  little  boon,  which  they  crave 
at  their  country’s  hand  ! Their  protec- 
tors arc  gone,  and  we  cannot  call  them 
from  the  tomb.  Their  blood  has  mois- 
tened oursoii,  which  now  yields  us  luxu- 
rious harvests.  And  shall  we  leave  theip 
surviving  dependants,  in  all  the  despon- 
dency of  bereavement,  without  a sufficien- 
cy to  participate  with  us,  in  the  blessing* 
which  their  valor  won  ! To  wipe  away 
the  stain  of  ingratitude,  as  far  as  possible 
at  this  late  day,  and  to  avoid  imputation 
with  regard  to  our  conduct  in  relation  te> 
the  late  war,  it  was  proposed  to  provide 
a pittance  of  forty  eight  dollars  per  year, 
for  five  years,  to  the  surviving  widows, 
widowed  mothers,  and  infant  children  of 
the  soldiers  of  the  regular  army,  who  lost 
their  lives  in  the  late  war.  But  with  » 
faltering  tongue  I utter,  with  a trembling 
hand  record  the  fact,  that  a majority  of 
the  representatives  of  the  people,  have 
rejected  the  proposition  ! 

Many,  it  is  true,  who  still  are  captivat- 
ed with  the  melodious  sound  of  liberty, 
advocated  the  measure  ; but  by  a majo- 
rity of  your  representatives,  O,  Ameri- 
cans, first  born  sons  of  liberty,  this  Hum- 
ble boon  is  denied  to  the  relicts  of  those 
patriots,  at  whose  hand,  under  a benign 
Providence,  you  received  your  birth- 
right ! And  what  is  the  objection?  It  is 
urged,  that  the  public  coffers  must  be 
guarded  with  sacred  care. 

From  as  accurate  an  estimate  as  could 
be  made,  by  those  who  had  the  best  data 
whereon  to  found  their  estimate,  the 
whole  sum  necessary  to  answer  every 
object  contemplated  in  the  bib,  womd 
not  exceed  8200,000  per  annum,  w hich  is 
Jess  than  one  fiftieth  part  of  a dollar  t$ 


individual  citizen  of  the  United 
States.  Our  revenue  is  now  twenty-five 
millions  of  dollars  per  annum,  out  of 
which  this  little  sum  would  not  be  per- 
ceived. We  have  no  internal  taxes,  nor 
any  oppressive  burdens  to  bear ; yet,  our 
revenue  is  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
all  the  expences  and  engagements  of  the 
government.  Liberal  appropriations  are 
made  to  adorn  the  President’s  house,  and 
the  public  square  about  the  capitol,  but 
suffering  widow  and  helpless  or/ihan  for 
there  in  none  to  spare.  If  penury  had 
seized  upon  the  government,  it  were  bet- 
ter to  retrench  unnecessary  expences  ; 
but  while  the  man  of  wealth  is  rolling  in 
luxury,  he  is  often  too  penurious  to  afl'ord 
a dry  morsel  to  the  starving  poor,  even 
though  his  wealth  were  the  fruit  of  their 
earnings.  But,  citizens  of  America,  on 
you,  the  choicest  blessings  of  Heaven  are 
diffused.  The  sunbeams  of  liberty  illu- 
minate your  walks,  and  enkindle  the 
flame  of  generosity  in  your  hearts.  Then 
let  not  cupidity  blind  your  eyes,  nor  ex- 
tinguish in  your  bosoms  the  sentiments 
of  benevolence  ; lest,  when  the  genial 
rays  begin  to  withdraw,  you  may  call  for 
Jielp  in  vain. 

EXTRACT  FROM  WASHINGTON  CITY. 

“ Thursday  and  Friday  were  princi- 
pally occupied  by  the  Senate  in  a discus- 
sion of  the  bill  providing  for  the  surviv- 
ing officers  and  soldiers  of  the  revolu- 
tionary army.  The  debate  arose  on  a mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Barbour  for  the  indefinite 
postponement  of  the  bill  ; but  in  its 
course  embraced  its  principles  and  de- 
tails. The  postponement  was  opposed, 
and  the  bill  advocated,  by  Messrs  Clolds- 
borough,  Daggett , King,  Morrill , Crit- 
tenden, Otis,  Ruggles,  Leake  and  Fro- 
mentin  ; and  the  bill  opposed,  and  the 
postponement  advocated,  by  Messrs  Har- 
bour, Macon  and  Smith.  Few  occasions 
have  produced  a finer  flow  of  eloquence, 
er  a more  dexterous  train  of  argument, 
than  did  this ; and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  discussion  is  lost  to  the  public  from 
the  want  of  a stenographer.  Mr.  Chit- 
tenden, of  Kentucky,  a new  member 
and  a young  man.  acquitted  himself  with 
great  applause.  The  motion  for  indefi- 
nite postponement  was  finally  lost,  ayes 
3,  noes  30.  As  the  Senate  then  proceed- 
ed to  the  consideration  of  executive  busi- 
ness, nothing  further  was  done  with  the 
bill.  It  will  probably  be  resumed  on 
iftlonday.” — Trenton  American 



NEW  SPANISH  DECREE. 

Savannah,  Feb.  17. 

To  the  politeness  of  a commercial  gen- 
tleman, we  are  indebted  for  a Havana  pa- 
per of  the  30th  ult.  It  contains  a decree 
of  the  king  of  Spain,  permitting  emi- 
grants from  any  part  of  Europe  or  Ame- 
rica to  settle  in  Cuba,  and,  after  remain- 
ing there  five  years,  to  leave  it,  if  they 
be  so  inclined,  with  whatever  property 
they  may  acquire,  free  of  duty  or  impost. 

This  decree  cannot  fail  in  greatly  im- 
proving that  rich  and  beautiful  isiand, 
bv  drawing  to  it  numbers  of  French  ami 
Americans  from  different  parts  of  the 
dinted  States,  and  planters  from  the 
English  islands.  It  is  not  to  be  presumed 
that  many  of  them  will  choose  it  as  a 
permanent  residence  ; but,  during  theirj 
stay,  their  characteristic  enterprise  and 
industry  must  have  the  most  -alutary  in- 1 
fluence  in  eradicating  the  slothful  habits! 
of  the  natives,  and  in  attaching  a respec- 
tability to  agriculture  nitherto  unknown 
in  the  Spanish  colonies.

ports  to  the  Mediterranean,  and  to  those 
of  the  ocean,  from  the  frontiers  of  Spain 
♦o  Bordeaux,  inclusive,  to  continue  in 
force  until  after  turce  mont  s notice 
shall  have  bee.n  iven.  The  wan's  of  t e 
country  arc  great  and  nothing  but  an  im- 
mense influx  can  n ve  any  material  ef- 
fect on  the  prices,  which  must  rule  high 
throughout  the  spring  and  summer. — 
Bice  is  much  demanded,  and  would  com- 
mand our  quotations;  but  for  severa, 
months  there  has  not  been  a cask  in  the 
port.  Cotton  has  lately  been  dull,  bat 
the  demand  is  reviving,  and  tiie  prices 
look  up.  Sea  Islands  arc  very  scarce, 
and  Tine  would  bring  4do  francs  per  too 
lbs. — Coffee  becomes  exceedingly  scarce 
and  the  demand  for  it  is  lively.  Sugars 
go  off  freely,  and  firmly  maintain  their 
prices.  Cocoa  finds  a good  demand. — 
Dye  woods  are  scarce,  and  fine  qualities 
in  request.  Oar  market  is  almost  bare 
of  indigues  ; the  demand  is  good,  and  the 
prices  high.  Spices  of  all  kinds  are  also 
rare,  and  lind  a ready  sale.  Our  own 
productions  continue  exceedingly  high  ; 
Wine  and  Brandy  enormously  so.”

A letter  from  Washington  intimates, 
that  Spain  has  lately  added  insolence  to 
her  refusal  of  satisfaction  for  the  injuries 
she  has  committed  on  the  rights  and 
commerce  of  the  United  States:  and  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Forsytii,  congress  have 
called  on  the  President  for  information 
as  to  the  state  of  our  negotiation  with 
Spain. 

We  have  long  thought,  that  it  was  time 
for  every  body  to  have  become  “ perfect- 
ly tired  of  the  negotiation .”  The  wrongs 
inflicted  on  us  by  Spain  have  been  of  up- 
wards often  years’  continuance  ; and  we 
really  do  not  understand  that  sort  of  cold 
political  philosophy,  which  tamely  bears 
injuries  and  insults  so  long,  and  seeks  re- 
paration only  by  complaining  and  scold- 
in  ;.  \ high-minded  nation,  like  a 

manly  individual,  will  either  promptly 
resent  an  insult  and  seek  reparation  for 
the  injury,  or  will  at  once  cease  to  hold 
intercourse  with  the  aggressor.  Itwoulc 
have  been  better  for  us  to  have  quietly 
pocketed  the  insults  of  Spain,  than  to 
have  disgracefully  implored  satisfaction, 
as  we  have  done  for  so  many  years.

Irish  Emigrants. 

We  regret  to  observe,  that  congress 
have  rejected  the  petition  of several  asso- 
ciations of  Irish  emigrants  in  the  United 
States,  praying  for  a grant  or  sale  of  lands 
in  the  Illinois  Territory,  on  a credit  of 
four,  eight  and  twelve  years,  to  be  settled 
by  industrious  moral  Irishmen,  who  have 
or  may  come  to  America.  It  appears 
to  ns  that  it  would  have  been  greatly  to 
the  interest  of  our  country  for  congress 
to  have  complied  with  the  request  ofthe 
petitioners.  Such  a settlement  in  Illi- 
nois, as  was  contemplated  by  the  emi- 
grant societies,  would  have  immediately 
enhanced  the  value  ofthe  adjoining  pub- 
lic lands;  it  would  also  have  contributed 
the  more  rapidly  to  advance  the  popula- 
tion of  that  territory.  Besides,  the  li- 
berality which  the  grant  would  have 
shown  to  Irish  emigrants,  would  have 
doubly  rivetted  the  affections  of  a warm- 
hearted and  grateful  class  of  people  to 
the  country.  Gratitude  is  a predomi- 
nate trait  in  the  Irish  character  ; and 
their  devotion  would  have  been  unbound- 
ed to  a cout  try,  which  had  not  only  afford- 
ed them  an  asylum  from  the  persecutions 
and  tyranny  of  the  British  government, 
but  had  granted  them  lands  and  homes  on 
such  terms  as  would  have  enabled  them  j 
to  make  payment  with  ease  to  themselves. j 
and  no  essential  loss  to  America.
